county poor-house wasnot such thst 
eondnced to the happiness nor com- 
fort (^thoso aafertanates whotp*- 
peal to the charity of the county frr 
maintainence. But until recently 
tkiSS •oatiajg reports were given 
little or no credence. Monday the 
Court of Claims convened to look 
after oonnty finances and county 
institations gOBoraUy* OnTosodsy 
the BOW SuporlntsBdoBtd tko poor- 
house, Mr. W. H, Asher, made his 
grst report conoorning the manage- 
moBSof^lBOtitatk». His written 
report was hatided in and read to 
the court by County Attorney Blue. 
This report showed that in the way 
of household goods and clothing the 
provision wrs about assoABty as it 
could bo and bear a name. The re- 
port gave an invoice ot goods on 
hand when Mr. Ashor bogto kio 
luticfi as Superintendent, aad also 
of the present contents. 

Aftor this Mr. Ashor was called 
upon for An oral statement and he 
made it. Mr. A^her is a responsi- 
klo nto wd no one could or would 
for a momont question anything ho 
sale, yst it was hard to boliovo that 
there was a habitation in this or any 
otner cototy so destitute of deanli- 
uess, and so foreign to oomfiwt. The 
paupers were clothed in rags, and 
scantily clothed at that, and the rags 
were fltthf. The place of their 
h.ibita'ion was filthy and foul in the 
extreme, totilly unfit for a home for 
a human being. This was the con- 
lition when Ml. Ashor made his^rtt 
visit, and about the timo the present 
keeper took charge. Siucc then 
thoro had been some improvement, 
hot tho iBantM woro still poorly 
clad, there was no fuel, and clsaali- 
ness was still a stranger to the plaee. 

Aftor discnuing the mafer the 
magistrates directed tho Superin- 
tendent to buy clothes lor the pau- 
pers, il the keeper lailed, and to de- 
duct tho ooot Iron tho keeper's al- 
lowance.

There things should not be. Un- 
less the county can give it least a 
decent home, surrounded at least 
with primitive comforts, it had bet- 
ter shut up the shop and annoance 
that it has no poor-house. A mis 
take was made when tho property 
now owned and need for a poor-house 
was purchased. The sooner it is 
disposed of ana the poor-houso lo- 
cated near tho ooanty ssattbo hotter 
it will bo.
